Fight Between a Reptile and a Bat. 
The following singular statements 
respecting tbe qualities o f snake-poison 
are from Dr. Buckland’s “ Curiosities 
of Natural History” :— 
“ About fonr years ago, I, myself in 
person, bad pamfol experience of tbo 
awful effects of snake’s poison. 
I havo 
received a dose of tho cobra’s poison 
into my system—luckily a minute dose, 
or I should not havo survived it. The 
accident happenod in a very curious 
way. 
I was poisoned by the snake, 
but not bitten by bim. I got the poison 
second-hand. 
Anxious to witness tbo 
effects of the poison of the cobra npon 
a rat, I took up a couple in a bag, alive, 
to a certain cobra. I took one rat out 
of the bag and put him into the cage 
with the anake. The cobra was coiled 
up among the stones in the centre of tbe 
cage, apparently asleep. 
When ho 
heard the noise of the ra t falling into 
the cage, he looked np and put out his 
tongue, hissing at the samo time. The 
rat got into the corner and began wash­ 
ing himself, keeping one eye on tbe 
snake, whose appenranoe ho evidently 
did not half like. Presently tho rat ran 
across the snake’s body, and in an in­ 
stant tho latter assumed’bis fighting at- 
titnde. As the rat passed the snake, be 
made a dart, but missing his aim, hit 
his nose a pretty hard blow against the 
side of the cage. This accident seemed 
to anger him, for he spread Cut his crest 
and waved it to and rroin tho beautiful 
manner peculiar to his kind. The rat 
became alarmed, and ran near him 
again. Again oobra made a dart, and 
hit him, but did not, I think, inject any 
poison into him, the rat being so very 
activo; at least, nosyniptoms of poison­ 
ing where shown. Tho bite, neverthe­ 
less, aroused the ire of the rat, for he 
gathered himself for a spring, and mea­ 
suring his distance, sprang right on to 
the neck' of tho cobra, who was waving 
a boot in front qf him. This plncky rat, 
determined to die hard, gave tbo cobra 
two or three sovere bites in tbe neck, 
thesnako keeping his body erect all this 
time, and endeavoring to turn his head 
roaud so as to bite the rat, who was 
clinging on like the old man is Sinbod 
tho Sailor.

In tho May number of your excellent 
Cultivator, I roques ted your snbseribers 
to try the experiment of miring pota­ 
toes under straw, promising that I 
would dQ.flQ and givo the result. On 
the 8Ü1 oijune 1 put about half bushel 
of very small potatoes in a corner of the 
field on tbe sod, and covered them with 
about 8 or 9 inches of straw. A; few 
dayB after we had a rain, and the pota­ 
toes grew astonishingly, so that this 
fall I collected about a bushel of large 
and sound potatoes. I was obliged to 
take thorn np early, on the 6th of Sep­ 
tember, as the field was cleared of grain 
and stock tamed into it. Four persons 
of this oounty have triad tho same ex­ 
periment, and succeeded beyond tbeir 
sanguine expectations. This ¡acertéis- 
Iy a very cheap way of raising potatoes, 
and pieces of land, which from stones 
and stomps, would be - lost, are thus 
turned to profit.—Cbuwtry Gentleman.

(here would have been, obviously; no 
necessity for an extra session, life 
deficiency on the 13th of June will a­ 
mount to $4,385,371—nearly $751,000 
of which being an unpaid balanco accu­ 
mulating on the 31st of December ’and 
the 28th of Fobraary, and which 
and will be paid by the department 
within sixty days from date—the pay­ 
ment of tho principal part within 80 
days.

The following singular statements 


respecting the qualities of snake-poison 
are from Dr. Buckland'a " Curiosities 
of Natural History" :— 
" About four years ago, I, myself in 


person, had painful experience of the 
awful effects of snake's poison. I have 
received a doso of the cobra's poison 
into my system—luckily a minute dose, 
or I should not have survived it. The 
accident happened in a very curious 
way. 
I was poisoned by the snake, 


but not bitten by him. I got the poison 
second-hand. 
Anxious to witness the 


effects of the poison of tho cobra upon 
a rat, I took up a couple in a bag, alive, 
to a certain cobra. I took one rat out 
of the bag and put him into the cage 
with the snake. The cobra was coiled 
up among the stones in tho centre of the 
cage, apparently .islccp. 
When he 


heard the noise of the rat falling into 
tho cage, he looked up and put out his 
tongue, hissing at the'samo time. 
The 


rat got into the sorner and began wash- 
ing himself, keeping one eye on the 
snake, whoso appearance ho evidcntry 
did not half like. Presently the rat ran 
across tho snake's body, and in an in- 
stant tho latter assumed'his fighting at- 
titude. As tho rat passed the snake, he 
made a dart, but missing his aim, hit 
his nose a pretty hard bJow against the 
side of tho cage. This accident seemed 
to anger him, for ho spread out his crest 
and waved it to and fro in tlio beautiful 
manner peculiar to his kind. The rat 
bccamo alarmed, and ran near him 
again. Again cobra made a dart, and 
hit him, but did not, I think, inject any 
poison into him, the rat being so very

On arriving at my friend's residence 


close by, he kindly procured me a bottle 
of brandy, of which I drank four large 
wine-glasses, one after tho other, but 
did not feel the least tipsy after the op- 
eration. Feeling nearly well, 1 started 
on my way home, and then for the first 
time, I perceived a most acute pain un- 
der the nail ofthe left thumb; this pain 
also ran up the arm.

In this 
little crack the poison had got when I 
was scraping the rat's skin to examine 
the wound. How virulent, therefore, 
must tho poison bo! It had already 
been circulated in the body of tho rat, 
from which I had imbibed it second 
hand.

The Scheme of an Extra Session. 
JJy this time it has become very ap- 


parent why the opposition contrived to 
defeat the most essential part of the 
Federal appropriations. It was dono to 
force the Democratic President) lo call 
an extra session of Congress, ftnd there- 
by give the Republicans the opportuni- 
ty to elect their men for Speaker, Clerk, 
&c., in the absence of many Southern 
democratic members, who are not cho- 
sen until the summer elections. In this 
high-handed manoeuvre for power and 
place, these offics-seekers manifest little 
regard for the welfare of the country. 
They are willing to block tho wheels of 
government,—destroy the mail service 
upon most ofthe routes,—repudiate the 
honest claims of cori tractors, and em- 
barrass an empty Treasury with the ex- 
penses of an extra Session, for the sake 
of securing to their pattizun leaders, tho 
offices and the control of the next Con- 
dross. Their motives can no longer be 
disputed. Their design npon the gov- 
ernment patronage is aa clear ta^be 
noon-day sun. Their leaders inFlbe 
HouSe were induced to return the en-- 
tire postal bill to the Senate, instead of 
amending it, and returning it as amend- 
ed, expressly to defeat its passage.— 
Had they amended the bill, the Senate 
would have concurred, and- the appro- 
priation been legally made; bat to return 
the entire bill, would offend the Senate, 
provoke a discussion, use up the time, 
and render it impossible to report a new 
bill, or modify the old one, before the 
hour of final adjournment. 


This was their plan of operations, and 


being not less than two millions of 
dollars, for tho sake of improving tJio 
chances of gratifying their ambition.— 
How vain it is for such men to talk of 
their love of country,—how olinmcfiit 
it is for such men to accuse the prueeiit 
Administration with a want of econo- 
my. And what is equally to be deplo- 
red, is tho effort of many Republicans 
of justify the course of these sumo men. 
They will ere long be brought lo a SCIIKO 
of their error. Tho evils and expenses 
of an extra session, must be charged t« 
their party account. 
They cannot 


dodgo the issue they have chosen to 
form, and when tho people,—the honest 
masses, come to understand thcso 
things, they will rebuke them in a pro- 
per manner.

No Extra Session I 


gives us great pleasure to bo 


able to say that this Black Republican 
scheme for an extra session h:is entire- 
ly failed. The President will not call 
one, for reasons which are clearly set 
forth in a letter from Postmaster Gen- 
eral Holt. 


In reply to the note of Sir. Georgo 


Haltingly, postmaster of New York, 
the Postmaster General informs him 
that Congress has, for the first timo 
since the organization of tho govern- 
ment, failed to make provision for tho 
department. Had all tho members of 
the next Congress been elected, tho 
President might, on the 4th of March, 
have called an extra session, and tho 
omission of tho late Congress been sup- 
plied. But it was impossible to do so 
without disfranchising fifteen of tho 
sovereign States. 


This was most unfortunate. Thero 


ought to bo no lime when a full Con- 
gress could not be convened, and it is 
firmly hoped such a state of affairs may 
never again occur. Had the bill which 
failed madu provision only for. the fiscal 
year commencing on the first ol July, 
there would have been, obviously, no 
necessity for an extra session. The 
deficiency on the 13th of Juno will a- 
inount to 84,385,371—nearly 9751,000 
of which bein» an unpaid balance accu- 
mulating on the 31st of December and 
the 28th of February, and which can 
and will be paid by the department 
within sixty days from date—tho pay. 
ment of the principal part within 30 
days. 


The Postmaster General also makes 


other statements to show that it would 
be impossible to convene Congress in 
lime to meet the great bulk of the res- 
ponsibilities without virtually excluding 
from Congress the representatives of 
several of the sovereign Stales. In Iho 
judgment of the President the lesser 
evil is to wait until the first Monday 
of December, when Congress will bo 
full. Contracts can never be repudia- 
ted. After the amounts duo shall be 
ascertained, they become debts whiclt 
must be paid. 


On this the contractors, if they dcsiro 


can borrow money, and tho lender can 
have no better security. Provision 
should be made for the payment of tho 
interest, which would amount to less 
than $100,000. 


A system of retrenchment, so far as 


practicable, is now an imperative duty. 
By the act of 1858 Congress established 
six hundred and ninety-five new post- 
routes, the'servico of which includes the 
St. Paul's and Puget Sound route, es- 
tablished in 1855, but not yet in opera- 
tion. It has been estimated that thcoa 
require an annual appropriation of 
(604,488, over and above the receipt* 
accruing, therefore not a dollar has been 
appropriated for this purpose, and, »» 
a consequence, though contracts for 
these routes have been advertised land 
proposals received, they eannbt(be put 
n operation until provision stall bo 
made by law.
